had enter d into by the Treaty of Ryſwyck, 
to acknowledge the juſt Title of the King 
her Brother-in-law, and, of his Sncceffors, 
as they ſhould be ſettled by Parliament, to 
the Crown of England; nevertheleſs, (for- 
give my Zeal, he was then our Enemy) he 
ade an Idol to himſelf, with his dun 
Hands; he diſpos d, at his Fancy, of the 
Imperial Crown of England; and he pro- 
claim d for King of Great Britam a Man, 
whoſe Birth was doubtful, whoſe Title was 
chimerical, and whoſe Perſon was attainted, 
by the whole Legiſlature, of High Trea- 
fon. Who could Wave had Moderation e- 
noughꝭ to keep any Meaſures with a Prince, 
who kept none himſelf? But Ana the 
Magnanimous, Auna the Juſt, is incapable 
to do any Thing, which is not according 
to the ſtricteſt, the ſevereſt Rules of Equity. 
Being inform d that many of the Enemy's 
Ships, richly laden, were in her Harbours; al- 
though the Rupture was manifeſt, although 
the Queen's Forces ee e

13 
particularly, of thoſe profitable Regula- 
tions, to Purge the Stage of whatſoever 
diſhonourd Virtue, Modeſty, and the 
Name of God. What was the Face of the 
W Engliſh Stage before ſo neceſſary a Refor- 
mation? Vice, Impiety, and Debauchery, 
triumph'd in thoſe Diverſions, originally 
inſtituted to ridicule Vice, to celebrate the 
Praiſes of the Gods, and to reform the 
Manners of Men. The Actor made his 
whole Buſineſs to enflame the moſt brutiſh, 
Fthe moſt groſs Paſſions, and the Auditor 
applauded nothing but what writated his 
Defires. Chaſt and modeſt Perſons abfented 
themſelves from thoſe Aſſemblies, or they 
ſuffer d cruelly in them, and came from 
chem leſs virtuous than they went. Mo- 
deſty was baniſh'd, no Decorum was kept, 
and even Impudence was forc'd to bluſh. 
The Name of God itſelf was not ſpar'd, 
and the holieſt Truths of our Religion were. 
ſillily and prophanely ridicul'd. You , 
& who frequent thoſe Places deſtinated for 
Pleaſure, where the World appears with 
all its Pomps, you know what wholeſom 
Alteration our Queen's Rules have pro- 
duc d; and you are not ignorant, that ſince 
the Reformation, the Stage is not only in- 
nocent, but even may be profitable; and 
chat it is become à School, where one may 
poliſh his Manners, form his Judgment, en- 
lichten his Mind, and (ſhall I venture to ſay 
it ) reform-his Vices.

What Chri- 
ſtian Aſſembly in her Kingdoms did not 
acknowledge her for the Protector of their 
Rights? The Conformiſt, and the Non- 
Conformiſt are equally her Subjects, and 
conſequently ſhall have all the Protection 
granted them by the Laws; only ſhe de- 
clares, that ſhe wiſhes all her Subjects were, 
upon Account of Religion, as ſhe is herſelf, 
that ſhe will tolerate the Diſſenters; but 
that ſhe can't but ſhew her Favour to thoſe 
who are in her Sentiments, and who conform 
themſelves to the Laws of the Church, as all 
her Subjects do to the Laws of the State.
